And whereas in border communities, faced with a growing epidemic of cross-border 
shopping, the matter of Sunday shopping is of particular urgency, 


And whereas 67% of Ontarians have expressed their support for more open Sunday 
shopping; 


And whereas retailers across the province are facing severe economic constraints and 
have identified Sunday shopping as one solution to their difficulties; 


And whereas in the face of this growing crisis the NDP government has irresponsibly 
delayed taking action while it awaits direction from the unelected members of its 


party; 


And whereas the government has said that it is committed to creating jobs to lead us 
out of the current recession and it is acknowledged that more open Sunday shopping 
would stimulate jobs in the retail sector, 


And whereas the Employment Standards Act provides considerable protection for 
‘workers who do not wish to work on Sundays;
